Tha atata aaaoeiationa ara
not members of the American Speech-Language-Hearlng Association. All
of these checks have bean returned or refunded.

1 am not aware of any contributions to ASHA-PAC that ware made by
employee* of corporations (e.g. hoapitala, nursing homes,
rehabilitation aganciea) who ara not owners of those corporations. It
is possible that only one partner of an incorporated practice •ade a
contribution to ASHA-PAC without another partner's knowledge.
